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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1961 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 

I should  like  in  this  introduction  to  mention  some  of  the  more  important  matters  dealt  with  in  the 
body  of  the  Report. 

Regarding  the  Vital  Statistics,  the  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  274  as  com- 
pared with  269  in  the  year  1960.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  1961  was  accordingly  16.7  per  1,000  population. 
(Adjusted  Birth  Rate  17.1).  The  Birth  Rates  for  England,  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster  for  1961  were 
the  same — 17.4.  The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1961  was  314  which  is  23  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  was,  therefore,  19.2  per  1,000  population.  (Adjusted  Death  Rate 
— 11.5).  The  Death  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  was  12.0  and  for  Lancashire  13.3.  (Adjusted  14.7). 
In  considering  these  figures,  the  large  number  of  old  people  resident  in  the  District  must  be  borne  in  mind. 
In  fact  72%  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  the  age  of  70  years.  Comparing  the  causes  of  death  with 
those  of  the  previous  year,  we  find  that  there  were  17  deaths  from  influenza  (none  in  1960),  16  more  deaths 
from  coronary  disease,  1 more  from  all  forms  of  caiicer  but  deaths  from  lung  cancer  were  the  same  in  both 
years — 7.  Tuberculosis  is  listed  as  causing  one  death  in  1961  as  compared  with  three  in  1960. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was  4 as  against  2 in  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  14.6  which  still  compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure 
of  21.4. 


Turning  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  it  is  seen  that  there  were  182  notifications  compared 
with  247  in  1960.  Notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Dysentery  and  Measles  were  fewer  by  19,  15  and  18  res- 
pectively than  in  the  previous  year.  Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  were  the  same  in  both  years — 10. 
There  were  2 notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  1961  as  compared  with  4 in  1960.  No  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis have  been  notified  during  the  last  2 years  in  the  District,  but  this  favourable  position  must  not 
lead  to  complacency  in  regard  to  Vaccination  against  this  and  other  diseases  which  can  be  prevented. 

The  various  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  have  continued  to  receive  necessary  attention  during 
the  year  and  details  are  given  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  section  of  the  Report.  Reference  is  again 
made  to  milk  containing  Brucella  organisms  and  to  safeguard  against  human  infection  from  this  source,  milk 
should  be  effectively  heat  treated  until  the  infection  can  be  eradicated  from  dairy  herds. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  elimination  of  septic  tanks  and  direct  connection  to  the  sewage 
scheme  is  nearing  completion  and  should  prevent  trouble  in  future  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the 
survey  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  that  there  are  now  only  16  pail  closets  in  the  District. 

Atmospheric  pollution  has  continued  to  receive  consideration  and  a report  on  a survey  carried  out 
was  ready  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  presentation  to  committee. 


Housing  development  in  the  District  continues  and  during  the  year,  it  is  noted  from  the  appended 
report  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  219  houses  were  completed.  In  this  connection  it  is  worth  noting  that 
according  to  the  1961  census  the  population  of  the  District  is  15,966  as  compared  with  the  1951  census  figure 
of  13,087.  During  the  year  a start  was  made  on  the  scheme  of  dwellings  for  elderly  persons.  This  will 
consist  of  22  one-bedroomed  bungalows,  16  one-bedroomed  flats,  accommodation  for  a warden  who  will  be 
in  touch  with  the  elderly  occupants  by  a call-bell  system,  and  a community  centre.  This  Scheme  should 
prove  invaluable  in  enabling  old  people  to  maintain  their  independence  under  favourable  conditions. 

The  Volume  of  Voluntary  work  carried  out  in  the  District,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  elderly, 
is  highly  commendable  and  reference  is  made  to  this  in  the  Report. 

I cannot  conclude  without  thanking  very  sincerely  Mr.  McFarlane,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his 
willing  co-operation  at  all  times.  Miss  Whelan,  Clerk,  for  the  efficient  and  cheerful  manner  in  which  she 
carries  out  her  duties,  and  the  other  Officers  and  staff  of  the  Council  for  their  readily  given  assistance  when- 
ever required. 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  and  in  particular  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

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Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Area. 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape.  The  highest  point  of  the  area  is  in  the  North  Elast 
being  190  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest  point  in  the  South  West  being  55  feet  above  the  datum  line. 
Gentle  rises  and  falls  characterise  the  district. 

There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area  from  East  to  West,  namely,  Sharoe  Brook, 
Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook,  from  North  to  South  respectively.  Eaves  Brook  forms 
the  Southern  boundary  of  the  district  and  separates  the  Urban  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston. 
The  Savick  Brook  is  the  .largest  of  the  four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  though  after  heavy  rain  it 
frequently  overflows  its  banks  and  floods  the  adjoining  lands.  The  other  three  are  less  rapid  in  their  flow. 

Geologically  the  area  is  a part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is  floored  with  red  rock  of  the  Triassic 
age  (examples  of  these  rocks  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool) . Most  of  this  floor  is  imper- 
meable, but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs  from  South  East  to  North  West  through  part 
of  the  district  and  is  considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base  there  are  three  layers  of 
Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  130  feet — ^the  Lower  Boulder  Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper 
Boulder  Clay.  The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies  considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  In 
the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many  bluffs  or  hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering 
of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thickness.  Some  of  these  bluffs  have,  on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of 
clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All  the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  in  thickness. 
Towards  the  Western  side  of  the  district  the  Upf>er  Boulder  Clay  Layer  is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting 
upon  sand  of  up  to  30  ,feet  in  depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath  which  varies  considerably 
in  thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above  the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plane  rising 
to  the  Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes  reach  a depth  of  170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  i>ebbles  and  boulders  are  found,  consisting  of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone,  Lakeland 
Traps,  Granites,  and  Volcanic  Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice  movement.  Occa- 
sionally granite  from  Criffel  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway,  may  be  found.  Water  bearing  seams  occur  at 
the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Qay  and  on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle  Drift.

The  Meteorological  Features  of  1961 


As  in  previous  years,  meteorological  data  was  very  kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  Barocas  of  the  Jeremiah 
Horrocks  Observatory,  Preston,  by  the  kind  permission  of  Mr.  Tuson,  Chief  Education  Officer,  Preston,  and 
by  Mr.  D.  C.  Wakeman,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Station,  Esprick.  Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  both 
these  sources  for  much  useful  information. 

The  year  1961  was  a fairly  average  one  as  far  as  the  weather  was  concerned.  There  was  an  abun- 
dance of  rain  during  the  summer  months — the  wettest  day  being  July  12th  when  1.59  inches  of  rain  was  recorded. 
The  winter  months  were  fairly  mild  with  very  little  snow  although  the  coldest  day  of  the  year  was  recorded  on 
December  31st  when  the  maximum  temperature  was  only  27°F.  This  was  the  lowest  maximum  recorded  during 
the  last  11  years. 
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One  notable  feature  as  far  as  temperatures  are  concerned,  is  that  on  average  the  coldest  month  of 
the  year  is  usually  January  and  this  year  it  was  December.  July  is  usually  the  warmest  month,  but  this  year 
it  was  classed  amongst  the  “ colder  than  average  ” months.  The  hottest  day  of  the  year  occurred  in  August 
when  a maximum  temperature  of  83.8°F.  was  reached  on  the  29th. 

The  ground  was  flooded  on  96  days  compared  with  58  in  1960.  In  spite  of  this,  no  severe  flooding 
was  experienced  like  that  of  the  previous  year. 

A short  summary  of  the  weather  of  each  month  follows  : — 

January.  This  month  was  cold  and  wet.  Very  little  snow  fell  except  for  a few  showers  which  did 
not  cover  the  ground.  The  ground  was  wet  on  17  days  which  made  the  rainfall  higher  than  average. 

February.  A wetter  and  warmer  month  than  average.  A maximum  temperature  in  the  fifties  was 
recorded  on  several  occasions.  The  first  half  of  the  month  was  very  wet  and  cloudy  but  a vast  improvement 
took  place  during  the  second  half.  No  snow  fell  and  we  had  only  a little  sleet  on  one  day. 

•i  March.  A warm,  sunny,  and  dry  month.  A dry  spell  occurred  from  the  2nd  to  the  17th.  Days  and 
nights  were  warm,  the  maximum  temperature  reaching  the  60’s  in  the  middle  of  the  month.  Snow  fell  on  the 
19th  but  only  as  a light  shower. 

April.  Following  the  pattern  of  the  previous  two  months,  this  too  was  warmer  than  average.  April 
is  usually  the  driest  month  of  the  year,  in  1961  however  this  was  not  so.  The  total  rainfall  was  1.59  inches 
above  average.  The  temperature  reached  the  60’s  towards  the  middle  of  the  month  and  decreased  to  the 
upper  50’s  at  the  end.  Three  rainbows,  one  of  which  was  a double,  were  observed. 

May.  This  was  the  first  of  the  four  months  when  the  temperature  was  lower  than  average.  Rain, 
heavy  at  times,  fell  on  the  first  eight  days  then  a drought  followed  from  the  9th  to  the  25th.  This  was  accom- 
panied by  clear  skies  a good  deal  of  sunshine  and  warm  weather,  the  maximum  reaching  7rF.  on  the  13th. 

June.  A month  colder  and  drier  than  average  with  a good  deal  of  sunshine  and  clear  skies.  The 
partial  drought  which  had  started  on  May  8th  continued  until  June  7th  and  then  rain  was  frequent.  The 
second  half  of  the  month  was  again  dry  with  rain  on  only  two  days.  The  month  ended  with  maximum  tempera- 
tures in  the  upper  70’s. 

July.  With  the  beginning  of  this  month  we  entered  a period  of  four  wet  months.  Rain  fell  on  16 
days  and  the  ground  which  had  dried  in  the  previous  month  became  increasingly  wet.  The  wettest  day  of  the 
year  was  July  12th  when  1.59  inches  of  rain  were  recorded.  The  month  on  the  whole  was  a cool  one.  On  only 
two  days  did  the  maximum  temperature  reach  70°F.  Mostly  the  maximum  was  in  the  middle  60’s.  The  common 
factor  of  the  month  was,  little  sunshine  and  much  cloud. 

August.  The  main  characteristics  of  the  month  were  cloudy  skies  and  wet  and  cool  days.  Rain  fell 
on  20  days  but  even  so,  August  was  not  the  wettest  month  of  the  year,  as  it  normally  is.  The  month  ended 
with  a fine  spell.  No  rain  fell  and  the  hottest  day  of  the  year  occurred  on  the  29th  when  the  temperature 
reached  83.8°F.  On  two  other  days  the  maximum  was  as  high  as  75°F. 

September.  Although  the  wet  weather  continued  this  was  by  far  the  warmest  month  of  the  year, 
starting  with  a maximum  temperature  in  the  first  two  days  of  8rF.  and  never  falling  below  59°F.  The  nights 
too  were  warm.  On  the  3rd  the  minimum  was  OFF.  Little  sunshine  was  experienced  in  the  first  two  weeks  but 
a marked  improvement  occurred  in  the  second  half.  A thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  night  of  the  2nd  with 
hailstones  measuring  about  3/4  inch  in  diameter.  The  intensity  of  the  rainfall  was  very  great— 0.2  inch  falling 
in  two  minutes.  This  is  classified  as  a noteworthy  fall  of  rain. 
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October.  The  month  of  October,  with  a total  rainfall  of  5.85  inches,  was  the  wettest  month  of  the 
year.  It  rained  on  25  days  and  the  ground,  already  wet  from  the  previous  month,  became  water  logged.  It 
was,  however,  a warm  month  with  temperatures  in  the  60’s  being  reached  during  the  first  half.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  month  it  had  dropped  to  the  lower  50’s  and  ground  frost  was  recorded  on  the  29th  and  30th. 

November.  After  the  last  four  months,  during  which  the  rainfall  had  been  higher  than  average, 
in  November  the  total  rainfall  was  lower  than  average.  Fog  was  common  throughout  the  month  but  on  only 
one  occasion  was  it  dense.  In  the  first  week  the  maximum  temperature  was  in  the  fifties.  It  gradually  dropped 
in  the  middle  of  the  month  but  returned  to  the  lower  fifties  at  the  end. 

December.  The  last  month  of  the  year  started  mild  and  wet,  and  then  became  dry  and  very  cold. 
From  the  14th  to  the  28th  we  had  an  absolute  drought.  Snow  fell  on  the  last  five  days  of  the  year.  At  first 
it  fell  only  as  light  showers  but  on  the  30th  about  one  inch  of  snow  covered  the  ground.  The  temperature,  which 
at  the  beginning  of  the  month  was  in  the  middle  forties  dropped  to  the  lower  thirties  and  even  below.  On  five 
days  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  month  the  maximum  temperature  was  T)elow  freezing.  On  December 
31st  the  minimum  was  17.4°F.,  making  this  the  coldest  day  of  the  year.  Although  fog  and  ice  made  condi- 
tions difficult  for  a few  days,  we  escaped  the  more  severe  cold  and  snow  experienced  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District. 

The  district  is  a residential  one  with  wide  streets  and  avenues,  and  housing  of  an  excellent 
and  substantial  character. 

The  only  large  industrial  concern  is  a steam  laundry  which  employs  local  labour.  On  the  outskirts  of 
the  area  there  are  dairy  farms  and  a small  amount  of  cultivation,  although  several  acres  of  farmland  have  been 
taken  over  for  development,  and  private  housing  estates  are  springing  up. 

Several  more  avenues  were  made  up  during  the  year,  and  there  now  remain  very  few  unmade  roads 
in  the  district. 

There  are  two  large  hostels  for  aged  persons  and  a residential  children’s  home  in  the  district.  There 
are  two  hospitals  in  the  area — Sharoe  Green  Hospital  for  acute,  chronic,  maternity  and  mentally  ill  cases, 
and  Longsands  Lane  Continuation  Hospital  for  Orthopaedic  cases. 

The  various  religious  denominations  are  well  catered  for  by  seven  churches  and  five  of  these  possess 
halls  which  are  used  for  religious  and  social  activities.  These  halls  were  used  in  1961  for  concerts,  dances, 
entertainments  and  lectures.

The  County  Council  Library  has  two  branches  in  Fulwood,  one  in  the  northern  part  ana  one  serving 
the  Southern  part  of  the  district. 

Recreation  and  sport  are  well  accommodated.  There  is  an  old  established  and  well  known  Golf  Club, 
three  tennis  clubs,  a private  bowling  club,  several  bowling  greens  at  hotels,  a sports  club  and  a Youth  Centre 
with  a sports  section.  There  is  also  an  indoor  cricket  school  which  was  opened  in  1959.  This  is  situated  off 
Garstang  Road  on  the  site  of  St.  Vincent’s  School,  and  has  been  well  used  by  many  schools  and  cricket  teams 
from  Fulwood  and  the  surrounding  districts. 

In  two  of  the  County  Council  Schools,  there  are  many  activities  in  the  evenings.  Local  organisations 
provide  debates,  lectures  and  discussions  on  subjects  of  local,  national  and  international  importance. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  unemployment  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  Fulwood  during  1961. 

FULWOOD  CIVIC  BALL 

Organised  by  the  Chairman,  Councillor  T.  C.  Nicholson,  this  event  took  place  on  January  12th  at 
the  Broughton  Parish  Church  Hall  in  Broadway.  It  was  attended  by  many  Civic  guests  from  surrounding 
districts.  In  all,  about  160  guests  enjoyed  an  excellent  dinner  and  dance,  and  several  charities  benefited 
financially  from  the  proceeds. 


OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  with  representatives  from  various  organisations  in  Fulwood, 
continued  its  useful  work  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  N.  M.  Howard. 

Two  parties  for  the  housebound  were  held  in  the  Galloway  Hall.  One  in  summer  and  the  other 
at  Christmas.  About  40  persons  attended  each  and  transport  was  provided  for  them  from  their  homes  to  the 
club. 


Christmas  parcels  of  food  kindly  donated  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Holmes  were  distributed  to  the  housebound 
and  were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  recipients  as  were  the  Easter  Baskets  of  fresh  eggs  which  were  also 
distributed  to  these  people.  These  eggs  were  given  by  many  kind  persons  in  the  district  including  members 
of  the  Over  60’s  Club. 

During  the  year  500  old  persons  living  alone  were  visited  by  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Visiting 
Panel  to  see  if  any  assistance  was  required. 

Many  other  services  were  available  to  the  old  people  such  as  the  special  advisory  service  to  help 
them  with  any  problems,  the  Medical  Comforts  Committee  whereby  bed-rests,  invalid  chairs  and  sticks  are 
loaned  out  when  required,  and  the  Chiropody  Clinic  which  flourished  during  the  year  with  many  treatments 
being  given  at  the  clinic  and  also  in  the  homes  of  the  sick  and  disabled. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  contractors  commenced  work  on  the  building  of  the  Old  People's 
Bungalows.  It  is  expected  that  they  will  be  completed  and  occupied  during  1962.  This  scheme,  with  its 
Community  Centre  and  resident  warden,  should  fulfill  a much  needed  want  in  this  area. 
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The  activities  of  the  Over  60’s  Club  continued  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  M.  Howarth.  There 
are  now  approximately  250  members  of  the  club  and  many  of  them  take  an  active  interest  in  the  club.  There 
are  many  activities  carried  on  throughout  the  week,  including  dances,  whist  drives,  parties,  and  social  evenings. 

The  club’s  mixed  Choral  Society  again  obtained  a second  place  certificate  in  the  Over  60’s  Choir 
Festival  at  Blackpool. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  organized  and  run  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  was  continued 
throughout  1961.  This  service  caters  for  housebound  persons  either  elderly  or  handicapped,  cooked  meals 
being  delivered  to  their  homes  twice  weekly  on  Mondays  and  Fridays.  A nominal  charge  is  made  to  the 
recipients  and  the  council  make  a grant  of  seven  pence  per  meal  in  a number  of  cases.  The  number  of  persons 
who  have  taken  advantage  of  this  service  has  averaged  15  per  month  and  the  number  of  meals  served  has 
averaged  120  per  month.

In  the  Census  of  1951  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  13,087. 

In  the  Census  of  1961  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  15,966. 

For  mid  1961  the  Register  General’s  estimate  of  population  was  16,380. 

This  figure  includes  approximately  400  persons  resident  in  the  institutions  in  the  district. 

Oeaths  and  Death  Rates 

The  figures  below  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The  crude  and  adjusted  death 
rates  were  19.2  and  11.5  respectively,  the  former  being  an  increase  of  1.5  and  the  latter  a decreaise  of  0.4 
on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  314,  23  more  than  for  1960.  The  table 
below  shows  that  a high  proportion  of  the  deaths  (72%)  were  above  the  age  of  70  years. 

There  were  226  deaths  (95  males  and  131  females)  in  the  ages  above  70  years  ; — 

59  (M.  33,  F.  26)  were  between  70  and  75  years. 

50  (M.  22,  F.  28)  ,,  ,,  75  and  80  years. 

59  (M.  18,  F.  41)  ,,  ,,  80  and  85  years. 

48  (M.  20,  F.  28)  ,,  ,,  85  and  90  years. 

10  (M.  2,  F.  8)  were  over  90  years. 

During  the  year  there  were  103  deaths  in  hostels  in  this  area  (M.  48,  F.  55). 

There  were  47  deaths  in  February  compared  with  the  normal  monthly  average  of  25.  This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  number  of  deaths  of  older  persons  due  to  influenza,  bronchitis,  and  pneumonia.  There 
were  17  deaths  from  influenza  in  1961  as  against  none  recorded  in  1960. 

Deaths  from  coronary  disease,  angina,  shows  an  increase  of  16  over  the  previous  year  (54  compared 

with  38) . 

Heart  disease,  90;  coronary  disease,  54;  vascular  lesions  of  nervous  system,  50;  and  cancer,  37; 
account  for  231  of  the  314  deaths  occurring  during  the  year. 

Neo-Natal,  Early  Neo-Natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Registrar  General  in  addition  to  supplying  particulars  of  neo-natal  mortality  (deaths  of  infants 
under  four  weeks  of  age),  has  also  supplied  information  as  to  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age 
(early  neo-natal  mortality)  and  has  also  included  the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  stillbirths 
and  early  neo-natal  deaths  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births. 

Three  infant  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  week  giving  an  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of 
10.9  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  the  total  infant  mortality  rate  of  14.6  per  1,000  live  births. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  compared  with  two  in  1960.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  14.6  as  compared  with  7.4  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  is  21.4.  The  cause  of  death  of  the  four  infants  is  given  below  : — 

Female  (5  hours) — Prematurity. 

Male  (3  days) — Atelectasis. 

Female  (2  days) — Perinatal  anoxia.  Prematurity. 

Female  (9  months) — Misadventure — asphyxia  due  to  aspiration  of  regurgitated  stomach  contents. 
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Laboratory  Service. 

All  examinations  concerned  with  Public  Health  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  L.  Robertson.  Water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  faecal  material  submitted  by  this 
authority  were  examined  and  the  necessary  bateriological  tests  carried  out,  and  reports  were  subsequently 
issued  on  the  results  of  these  tests. 

A total  of  573  samples  and  specimens  were  submitted  and  examined  during  the  year. 

Chemical  Analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Hospital  Service. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  all  hospital  treatment  is  free. 

The  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  administered  locally  by  the

Malignant  Diseases.  A special  section  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  officered  by  personnel  from  the 
Christie  Cancer  Hospital,  Manchester,  was  used  by  patients  from  this  district.  A limited  amount  of  treatment 
is  available  but  for  more  major  conditions  admission  is  arranged  to  Christie  Hospital. 


Ante-Natal  Services.  These  clinics  axe  provided  by  the  Hospitals  Management  Committee  at  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  No  details  were  issued  of  the  number  of  women  who  attended 
them  from  this  district  but  doubtless  they  were  extensively  used. 

General  EHseases. 

The  accommodation  and  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  requiring  indoor  and  out  door 
hospital  treatment  are  enumerated  above  but  the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are  utilised  by  the  residents 
of  this  district  is  not  known. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Manager  of  the  Preston  branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  figures  relating  to  Fulwood  of  the  number  of  claims  for  National 
Insurance  for  each  month  of  the  year.  These  figures  have  been  extracted  from  the  returns  for  the  Preston 
area  as  a whole  and  therefore  are  estimated  figures,  but  comparisons  can  be  drawn  from  them  of  the  seasonal 
rises  and  falls  of  sickness  and  of  the  variations  from  year  to  year.

Corresponding  totals  for  the  year  1960  were  1 19  attending  and  348  attendances,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  clinic  was  only  opened  in  June,  only  7 sessions  were  held. 

A diagnostic  clinic  for  deafness,  particularly  in  infancy,  was  held  regularly  at  Larch  House. 
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School  Children 

Routine  medical  inspections  were  made  at  the  schools  and  the  School  Nurses  made  frequent  visits 
to  the  schools  and  inspections  throughout  the  year. 

Children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments  or  special  examinations  can  receive  attention 
at  the  clinic  in  Larch  House.  A fortnightly  Ophthalmic  clinic  is  also  held  on  the  same  premises. 

In  addition  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  children  by  the  school  nurses  to  follow  up  treatment 
or  to  keep  the  children  under  observation  in  their  homes. 

The  Centre  for  speech  defects  and  for  speech  training  at  Spring  Bank,  Preston,  was  available  for 
children  from  this  area. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

A Social  and  Handicraft  Centre  for  handicapped  persons,  run  by  the  County  Council,  was  held 
throughout  the  year.  This  centre  was  held  weekly  at  the  William  Wilding  Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury 
Road. 

Tuberculosis. 

^ The  scheme  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Admimsiraiive  Comity  is 
administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. Dispensaries  are  provided  for  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease.  The  dispensaries  work  in  close  association 
with  the  Sanatoria  and  serve  a valuable  purpose  in  the  main  essence  of  supervision  of  patients  after  their  dis- 
charge therefrom. 

The  dispensary  for  parients  residing  in  the  District  is  situated  at  12,  Walton’s  Parade,  Preston. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplied  the  hospital  and  Sanatorium  accommodation. 

Chemotherapy  and  BCG  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  have  undoubtedly  improved  greatly  the  out- 
look on  this  disease. 

BCG  Vaccination  is  available  to  contacts  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Dispensaries 
and  to  thirteen  year  old  children  under  the  School  Health  Service. 

" In  spite  of  the  foregoing,  environmental  control  is  still  of  great  importance  in  preventing  spread  and 
must  not  be  neglected. 

The  eradication  of  tuberculosis  still  remains  a challenge  to  preventive  medicine  but  it  is  believed  that 
the  end  is  now  within  sight.

ENVIRONMENTAL  SERVICES 

The  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Disease 

In  the  introductory  remarks  to  the  report,  comments  have  been  made  on  general  aspects  of  infectious 
disease  in  this  area  in  1961.  None  of  the  outbreaks  presented  any  problems  other  than  the  difficulty  of  endea- 
vouring to  trace  the  source  of  infection.  Disinfection  of  houses,  books,  and  clothes  was  carried  out  where 
necessary. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  during  the  year  was  182  as  compared  with  247  during  1960.  This 
was  due  to  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  certain  of  the  diseases.  Comments  on  some  of  these  are 
given  below. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  was  a decrease  m the  number  of  notified  cases,  12  compared  with  31  the  previous  year. 
These  were  of  a mild  nature  and  with  the  usual  nursing  precautions,  complications  were  avoided. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  10  notifications  of  whooping  cough,  the  same  number  as  for  1960. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 

A decrease  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  was  recorded  in  both  the  above  diseases.  Food  Poisoning 
4 (11  in  1960),  Dysentery  13  (28  in  1960). 

All  these  were  investigated  and  64  faecal  specimens  were  taken.  Of  the  food  poisoning  cases  two  of 
them  were  found  to  have  been  caused  by  the  organism  Salmonella  Typhimurium. 

Poliomyelitis 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  second  year  running  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified. 
This  seems  to  prove  the  value  of  the  vaccination  campaign  which  has  beerj  conducted  over  the  past  few 
years. 

Measles 

This  disease  accounted  for  over  75%  of  the  total  notifications  received.  All  except  eight  of  the  139 
Ccises  were  in  children  between  the  age  group  1 to  5 years. 

Undulant  Fever 

Although  not  a notifiable  disease,  cases  are  usually  reported  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  to  this  office 
so  that  investigations  can  be  carried  out.  During  1961,  however,  no  cases  were  notified.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk 

There  are  seven  dairies  in  the  district  and  also  eight  shops  other  than  dairies  selling  milk.  In  all 
there  are  thirty-eight  distributors  retailing  milk  in  the  Fulwood  area,  but  29  of  these  are  from  premises  outside 
the  district. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  as  from  the  1st  January,  1961,  authority 
for  issuing  licences  to  sell  the  designated  milks  was  transferred  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority  for  this  area.  Also  under  these  regulations  licences  were  to  remain  in  force  for  five  years 
and  be  renewable  every  five  years  thereafter. 

Routine  sampling  of  milk  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  table  below  gives  details  of  raw 
milk  samples  taken  during  the  past  twelve  years.  A detailed  account  of  the  milk  samples  taken  during  1961, 
will  be  found  in  Mr.  McFarlane’s  Report.

THE  QUALITATIVE  EXAMINATION  OF  FOODS 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  Food  and  Drugs  under  which  samples  of  food  were  taken 
for  analysis. 

The  County  Sampling  Officer  (Mr.  Morgans)  assisted  by  Mr.  McFarlane,  took  samples  in  1961. 
Dr.  Gawne,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  supplied  the  following  information  of  the  results  of  analysis.

The  samples  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  were  taken  during  a period  of  two  or  three  weeks 
in  June/July.  These  results  were  notified  to  the  Water  Board,  and  it  was  found  that  although  the  chlorinator 
and  ammoniator  had  operated  fairly  steadily,  there  had  been  a fault  in  the  injector  due  to  sand.  This  was 
put  right  and  the  chlorine  dose  was  increased.  After  this,  all  samples  taken  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  CONTROL 

Work  continued  on  the  house  connection  scheme  during  the  year  and  septic  tanks  were  eliminated 
in  many  streets,  and  various  properties  were  connected  to  main  drainage. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  new  houses  were  completed  in  1961  and  all  these  were  connected  to 
main  sewers. 

It  is  anticipated  that  all  septic  tanks  will  have  been  eliminated  by  1962  except  those  in  outlying 
areas  were  no  main  drainage  facilities  are  available. 


Closet  Accommodation 

The  water  carriage  system  was  almost  universal  in  the  district,  with  nearly  all  the  houses  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system.  During  the  year  work  proceeded  on  the  House  Connection  Scheme  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  district,  and  218  septic  tanks  were  removed  and  the  drains  piped  direct  to  the  sewer. 

A survey  was  carried  out  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  order  to  obtain  an  accurate  figure  of  the 
number  of  premises  where  privy  middens  and  pail  closets  were  still  in  use.  The  numbers  found  were,  4 privy 
middens  and  19  pail  closets,  all  of  these  being  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  district  where  no  main  drainage  was 
available. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year,  three  of  these  pails  had  been  converted  to  fresh  water  closets,  all  three  being 
subject  to  improvement  grants  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959.

Public  Cleansing 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  responsible  for  this  service,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  salvage. 

This  service  was  fully  motorised  and  a weekly  collection  for  the  district  was  in  operation,  and  5,950 
movable  ashbins  were  cleared  each  week. 

Tipping  on  the  controlled  system  was  used  on  the  main  tip  at  Longsands  Lane  until  August  when 
the  new  tip  situated  in  Longridge  was  brought  in  to  use.  This  tip  is  used  jointly  with  Longridge  Urban  District 
Council  and  should  afford  tipping  space  for  many  years  to  come. 

Housing 

The  standard  of  housing  in  this  district  is  and  always  has  been  a high  one.  The  policy  of  the  Council 
has  always  been  to  maintain  that  standard  and  thus  to  retain  the  residential  character  of  the  area.  Many 
private  housing  estates  were  under  construction  during  the  year  under  review  and  the  areas  of  development 
are  listed  in  Mr.  Dickinson’s  Report. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  new  houses  were  completed  and  all  of  them  were  built  by  private 
persons  or  bodies.  All  of  these  houses  were  connected  to  existing  sewers. 

In  November  work  commenced  on  the  building  of  the  Old  People’s  Bungalows. 

There  were  146  houses  visited  during  the  year  necessitating  247  visits  to  inspect  for  any  defects 
(including  drainage).  One  hundred  and  fourteen  new  defects  were  found  of  an  easily  remedied  character  and 
during  the  year  111  defects  were  abated  as  a result  of  informal  action.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any 
legal  proceedings. 

Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  during  the  year. 

There  were  46  applicants  on  the  housing  list  at  the  year  end  and  another  88  on  the  list  for  Old 
People’s  Bungalows. 


School  Accommodation 

The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  district  is  six  and  they  are  as  follows  : —

Smoke  Abatement 

Smoke  observations  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  on  the  few  small  industrial  concerns  situated 
in  the  district.  No  serious  emissions  of  smoke  or  grit  were  encountered. 

Atmospheric  pollution  in  this  area  can  be  put  down  to  domestic  smoke,  and  with  this  in  mind  a 
survey  was  carried  out  of  part  of  the  district  with  a view  to  the  possible  future  establishment  of  smoke  control 
areas. 

This  survey  and  a report  thereon,  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  will  be  brought  before 
the  appropriate  couimittee  for  consideration  early  in  1962. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  but  on  their  request  this  authority  undertook  to 
carry  out  the  routine  inspection  of  all  shops  and  during  1961 , 69  inspections  were  made.  Only  minor  contra- 
ventions were  found  and  these  related  to  the  display  of  certain  forms  as  required  by  the  Act.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  to  you  my  fifth  annual  report  on  the  environmental  services  in  the 

district. 


Comments  and  details  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages,  there- 
fore in  this  introduction  I need  only  mention  various  matters  of  interest. 

In  March,  the  Health  Department  moved  out  of  Larch  House,  Lytham  Road,  into  the  main  Council 
Offices  on  Garstang  Road,  following  the  completion  of  the  necessary  alterations.  After  this,  the  County  Council 
took  over  the  whole  of  Larch  House  for  clinic  purposes. 

We  were  again  troubled  with  an  infestation  of  caterpillars,  which  were  to  be  found  on  hawthorn  hedges 
in  various  parts  of  the  district.  Where  necessary  a treatment  of  spraying  the  affected  hedgerows  with 
“ Malathion  ” was  carried  out  and  in  a matter  of  days  the  caterpillars  had  disappeared. 

During  the  year  Doctor  Robertson  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  started  research  into  the  incidence 
of  food  poisoning  organisms  at  slaughterhouses.  Many  authorities  having  slaughterhouses  in  their  districts 
co-operated  in  this.  It  entailed  putting  special  swabs  into  the  drains  taking  liquid  refuse  from  the  slaughterhall, 
leaving  them  for  seven  to  fourteen  days,  and  then  taking  the  swabs  to  the  Laboratory  in  a sterile  jar.  In  all, 
fourteen  swabs  were  examined  from  the  slaughterhouse  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane,  and  only  one  of  these  showed 
any  evidence  of  a salmonella  organism.  This  speaks  well  for  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises. 

The  general  standard  of  food  premises  was  very  good  and  several  shops  carried  out  improvements 
during  the  year.  Three  bakers  and  confectioners  closed  the  bakehouse  side  of  the  business,  and  two  of  these 
carried  on  as  retail  shops  only.  The  other  one  finished  completely  as  a food  shop  and  later  re-opened  as  a 
ladies’  hairdressing  establishment. 

Self-service  stores  came  to  the  fore  during  the  year  with  several  of  the  smaller  shops  being  converted 
for  this  purpose.  These  have  all  maintained  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

The  housing  standard  in  the  district  remains  high.  Very  few  complaints  were  received  and  these  were 
generally  for  minor  repairs.  Four  properties  were  demolished  during  the  year,  these  being  : Wrigan  House 
Farm  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane  where  the  farmhouse  and  all  farm  buildings  were  demolished  by  Preston  Corpora- 
tion to  make  way  for  a new  school  which  is  to  be  erected  in  the  near  future.  Kitchen  Green  farmhouse  in 
Midgery  Lane  which  had  previously  been  struck  by  lightning,  was  finally  demolished  early  in  1961  being 
considered  unfit  for  repair.  A bungalow  in  Walker  Lane  which  had  fallen  into  a very  dilapidated  condition 
was  also  demolished  and  a new  bungalow  is  being  built  on  the  site.  Finally,  a house  in  Watling  Street  Road 
was  found  to  be  dangerous  and  this  also  was  demolished.  This  was  the  only  one  of  the  four  occupied  at 
the  time  and  the  family  was  rehoused  by  the  Council. 
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During  the  year  a survey  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  number  of  earth  and  pail  closets  still  in 
existence  in  the  district.  No  accurate  figure  had  previously  been  available.  It  was  found  that  19  pail  closets 
and  one  earth  closet  were  still  in  use,  all  of  these  being  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  district  where  no  main 
drainage  facilities  were  available.  However,  by  the  end  of  the  year  three  of  these  pail  closets  had  been 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets,  and  all  were  the  subject  of  improvement  grants  from  the  Council. 

The  incidence  of  Food  Poisoning  was  again  low  in  this  area,  only  four  notifications  being  received.  All 
of  these  were  individual  cases  in  four  separate  households.  Two  were  found  to  be  caused  by  the  organism 
“ Salmonella  Typhimurium,”  the  remaining  two  were  not  confirmed  cases.  The  difficulty  with  most  cases  of 
food  poisoning  is  in  tracing  the  actual  source  of  infection,  especially  when  notifications  are  received  several 
days  after  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

Three  important  new  acts  came  into  force  during  the  year.  These  were  : — Public  Health  Act,  1961, 
the  Housing  Act,  1961,  and  the  Factories  Act,  1961.  These  are  dealt  with  more  fully  in  the  body  of  my  report. 

I would  like  to  thank  Miss  Jean  Whelan  for  the  efficient  way  in  which  she  has  carried  out  all  the 
clerical  and  routine  work  of  the  department,  and  also  for  her  very  courteous  manner  when  interviewing  members 
of  the  public.  I am  also  grateful  for  her  valuable  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.  Rodent  control 
has  been  carried  out  most  satisfactorily  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Singleton,  who  has  also  dealt  most  efficiently  with  disinfec- 
tions, disinfestations,  drain  testing  and  clearing  and  also  generally  assisted  in  many  other  public  health  matters. 
I am  grateful  for  his  assistance. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and 
confidence  during  the  year.  I would  also  like  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation  and  help.

The  figures  tabulated  below  give  details  of  the  visits  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  all 
aspects  of  public  health  work.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  and  premises  visited  are  down  slightly  on  the 
previous  year,  mainly  due  to  a drop  in  the  number  of  inspections  for  rodent  control.  Fewer  complaints  of  rats 
or  mice  were  received  and  therefore  less  treatments  carried  out.  The  number  of  visits  made  to  agricultural 
and  food  premises,  and  in  connection  with  shops  act  and  housing  applicants  all  show  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  defects  remedied  are  also  shown,  these  were  all  achieved  by  informal  action,  without 
the  necessity  to  report  to  the  Council  for  statutory  action.

Details  of  Improvements. 

Repairs  and  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  are  listed  below.  The  figure  for  drainage  work 
is  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  and  has  in  fact  shown  a slight  decrease  each  year  since  the  Broughton 
area  sewerage  scheme  was  completed.  In  the  year  under  review,  218  septic  tanks  have  been  removed  and  the 
drainage  piped  direct  to  the  main  sew^er.  This  has  contributed  to  the  decline  in  the  number  of  premises  where 
blockages  have  had  to  be  dealt  with. 

Again  very  few  complaints  of  general  house  defects  were  received,  and  these  were  all  of  a minor  nature.

Of  the  22  raw  milk  samples  that  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  three  were  from  producers  in  the 
district  and  nineteen  from  producers  outside  the  district.  All  of  these  failures  were  reported  to  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  attention. 

The  one  pasteurised  milk  sample  that  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  was  reported  to  the  local  authority 
in  whose  area  the  pasteurisation  plant  was  situated,  and  investigations  were  made  by  their  officers. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  again  no  case  of  tubercle  bacillus  in  milk  was  found  in  this  area. 
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Brucellosis 

During  the  year  under  review,  341  individual  milk  samples  were  taken  following  investigations  for 
brucella  infection.  These  samples  were  taken  at  the  farms  at  the  time  of  milking,  usually  early  morning,  and 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  From  these  it  was  found  that  seven  cows  suffered  from 
brucellosis.  The  milk  from  these  cows  was  sent  for  pasteurisation  as  the  heat  treatment  kills  off  the  brucella 
organism  and  renders  the  milk  quite  safe.  All  these  seven  affected  animals  were  subsequently  sold  and 
slaughtered. 

This  still  remains  a national  rather  than  a local  pioblem  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  direct  action  will 
be  forthcoming  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  following  the  national  survey  recently 
carried  out  by  their  Veterinary  Officers. 


ICE  CREAM 

During  the  year  two  new  applications  to  sell  prewrapped  ice  cream  were  received  and  approved.  This 
makes  a total  of  36  shops  selling  ice  cream  and  ice  lollies,  although  the  products  sold  are  from  six  different 
sources  of  manufacture  only. 

This  product  maintains  a high  bacteriological  standard  and  34  samples  taken  during  the  year  were 
all  reported  to  be  Grade  1 . 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year,  and  a total  of 
317  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  A 100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs 
has  been  maintained  during  the  year  under  review. 

Under  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1961,  and  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1961,  the  appropriate  regulations  came 
into  force  in  Fulwood  with  effect  from  1st  April. 

Although  all  the  necessary  work  had  not  been  done  at  the  slaughterhouse  by  this  time  as  required 
by  the  above  orders,  it  had  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  connection  with  the  regulations  and  the  Slaughterhouse  Report  which  was 
submitted  and  approved  the  previous  year.

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  during  the  year  shows  an  overall  increase  of  1\  per  cent,  compared 
with  1960.  This  increase  was  accounted  for  by  112  more  cattle  and  225  more  sheep.  The  quality  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  remains  high.  Livers  affected  with  distomatosis  (the  liver  fluke)  accounted  for  most  of  the  offal 
that  was  condemned,  this  normally  does  not  have  any  effect  on  the  remainder  of  the  carcase. 

In  the  year  under  review,  only  two  of  the  1,239  cattle  killed  showed  any  evidence  of  tuberculosis,  one 
of  these  was  totally  condemned  and  the  other  had  only  slight  lung  lesions.  Both  these  cases  were  notified  to 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  accordance  with  national 
policy.  This  is  done  to  enable  the  Ministry  to  trace  back  to  the  farm  from  where  the  animal  came  in  order  that 
they  can  check  the  rest  of  the  herd.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  rodent  control  is  less  than  that  for  the 
previous  year.  There  were  fewer  complaints  of  rat  or  mouse  infestations  and  therefore  the  number  of  treatments 
carried  out  has  decreased. 

The  bi-annual  test  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  sewers,  carried  out  in  February  and  August  showed 
no  serious  infestation,  in  fact  only  slight  “ takes  ” were  recorded  in  one  or  two  manholes.

NEW  LEGISLATION 

Public  Health  Act,  1961 

3

This  act  came  into  operation  except,  for  certain  sections. 

on  the  3rd  October,  1961. 

It  is  the  most  important  public  health  measure  to  come  into  force  since  the  Public  Health  Act  of 
1936 — that  act  still  remains  in  force  but  the  new  act  amends  and  supplements  its  provisions  in  many  ways.  Apart 
from  the  frame-work  for  a code  of  building  regulations  and  several  important  changes  in  the  law  relating  to  the 
discharge  of  trade  effluents,  the  act  consists  of  clauses  gathered  from  several  local  acts  dealing  with  a wide  variety 
of  topics  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  food  stores  in  new  houses,  examination  and  testing  of  drains, 
prevention  and  notification  of  diseases,  water  supply  to  houses  and  the  making  of  byelaws  for  hairdressers’ 
shops. 

Housing  Act,  1961 

This  act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  24th  November,  1961,  makes  further  arrangements  for  the 
giving  of  financial  assistance  for  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  and  confers  further  powers  on  local 
authorities  as  regards  houses  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  more  than  one  family,  and  houses  or  other  buildings 
affected  by  clearance  orders  and  demolition  orders.  It  also  amends  section  five  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  to  allow 
a greater  increase  in  the  permitted  rent  for  improvements. 

Factories  Act,  1961 

This  act  consolidates  the  acts  of  1937  and  1959  and  deals  with  safety,  health,  and  welfare  provisions  of 
employed  persons. 

It  does  not  come  into  operation  until  1st  April,  1962. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

The  following  is  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  in  1961  : — 
Private  Street  Works  : 

Work  was  completed  on  Sharoe  Mount  Avenue  and  was  in  progress  on  the  following  streets  at  the 
end  of  1961  : —

Highways  : 

In  addition  to  the  usual  programme  of  maintenance  and  surface  dressing  works  some  of  the  older 
principal  district  roads  were  resurfaced.  Footways  on  various  roads  in  the  district  were  also  resurfaced. 

On  the  classified  roads  the  whole  of  the  carriageway  of  Woodplumpton  Road  was  resurfaced  together 
with  that  length  of  Lightfoot  Lane  west  of  the  railway.  Some  footway  resurfacing  works  have  been  commenced 
and  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  1961. 


Sewerage  : 


The  average  daily  flow  of  sewage  discharged  into  the  Joint  Main  Sewer  for  treatment  at  the  Freckleton 
Disposal  Works  was  in  the  region  of  1,200,000  gallons  per  day. 

Work  has  continued  on  the  House  Connection  Scheme  and  in  the  following  streets  septic  tanks  were 
eliminated  and  various  properties  were  connected  to  main  drainage  : —

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 


A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year,  disposal  being  carried  out  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Longsands  Lane  until  August  when  tipping  commenced  at  Longridge.  A third  refuse 
collection  vehicle  was  purchased  and  put  into  service  during  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  six  tons  nineteen  cwts.  of  materials  were  salvaged  and  sold  during  the  year. 
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Street  Lighting  : 


The  district  is  lit  entirely  by  electricity.  By  ag  reement  with  Developers,  street  lighting  was  installed  in

Private  Enterprise  Housing  : 

At  the  beginning  of  1961,  177  houses  were  under  construction  by  private  enterprise,  219  houses  were 
completed  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  1,713  houses  built  since  the  War.
